SELLING BY WEIGHT 


New York city now ha a law that ail provisions 


and other commodities, except vegetables sold by the 
head or bunch, shall be sold by measure or weight. By 
recent order of the authorities eggs are put into the 
weight class and tho New York 
housewife 
hereafter 


when jihe gets a dozen small eggs will be obliged to pay 
for only what they are actually worth in weight and 
not because they count twelve. 
Every housewife will 


agree with The Age that a small egg is not worth as 
much as a large one, provided the latter is fresh. Jt is 
Claimed that a stale egg weighs less than a fresh egg 
of the same size but a good deal depends on the age of 
its staleness. 
The housewife when she buys fresh 


eggs will generally get more for her money by weight 
than by count. The average egg weighs about two 
ounces, eight of them to the 
pound. 
There is no 


Teason why eggs should not be sold by weight the same 
as sugar. 
There are many other articles for the table 


that are now sold by weight which formerly were sold 
by measure or count. 
Wholesalers are buying eggs 


by weight and why should not the wholesaler and the 
farmer sell them to the retailer and the retailer to the 
customer that way 'I New York 
also proposes thai 


bread shall hereafter be sold by weight and not by the 
loaf. There is no absolute standard weight for a loaf 
of bread. 
A five-cent loaf varies in weight, all the way 


from one to two or three ounces. 
It is generally regu- 


lated by the price of flour. 


The Ne^v York commissioner of weights and meas- 


ures-is doiiig another thing, which ought to be en 
fdrced by state law everywhere. 
That is, that all 


food products put up in cans and packages shall be 
stamped with their true weight or measure. 
Since 


tjie pure food law was passed, the practice of putting 
Up such goods and selling them by the package indi- 
cated-by numbers or brands, has greatly increased and 
jb>y th|s means packers and wholesalers have been able 
to get more money for a given amount of goods than 
formerly. 
Take for instance the cereals which are put 


up in packages of varying size, ostensibly regulated 
by the weight of the contents, it will be found that a 
good many packages, costing the same money as others 
and containing the same materials, vary considerably 
in weight though little or nothing in bulk. 
The use 


of fraudulent scales is also receiving official 
attention 


and it has been found in New York city that powerful 
electric fans had been so located as to throw strong 
currents of air on the pan of balance scales, thus ma- 
teriaWy affecting the weight.

We should make the most of the 


corn season while it lasts, for corn 
is one of the best and most appetiz- 
ing summer vegetables we have, if 
properly prepared And it will never 
be as good — canned — in the winter 
as it Is fresh from the stalk. No man- 
ner of preparation will ever equal in 
popular regard the regulation 'corn 
on the cob," of course, but there are 
ways to prepare it for variety's sake 
that will help the housewife in ar- 
ranging her daily menu.
